INQUIRY WANTS

RED “ATROCITIES 


Chairman Plans to Have 
Congress Bring Pres- 
sure Against ‘Continu- 
ing’ Cruelties Behind 
fron Curtain. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP) 
Representative Madden (Dem.), 
Indiana, said today pressure will 
be put on the next Congress to 
ask. the United Nations to act 
against “continuing atrocities” be- 


' Ing committed behind the Iron 
Curtain 


The first step, Madden told a 
reporter, will be to propose that 
Congress turn over to the U, N. 
the .evidence and conclusions of 
a special House committee which 
yesterday concluded a year’s in- 
vestigation into the wartime 
slaughter of 15,000 Polish officers. 

After that, he said, “we should 
follow up the atrocities against 
U. N. troops in Korea and those 
that are still continuing behind 
the Iron Curtain.” 

Attack on Russians. 
“The Soviets are systematically 


practicing genocide (extermina-' 


tion of races) to break the back- 
bone of these countries,” he said. 

The committee, which Madden 
heads, has recommended that the 
U. N. be asked to bring Russia 
to trial before the World Court 
for the deaths of the Polish of- 
ficers. 

The group says its evidence 
proves the Russians killed the 
Polish leaders and buried some of 
them in Katyn Forest, Western 
Russia, to prepare for Sovietizing 
Poland. Moscow contends the 
Germans committed the murders. 

“These atrocities can be re- 
duced by mobilizing world opin- 
ion,” Madden said. “The work of 
our committee, I believe, has 
helped cut down the atrocities in 
Korea.” | 

More than 100 witnesses testi- 
fied before the committee in this 
country and Europe. Hearings 
throughout this week were held 


, to determine whether American 


officials suppressed information 
blaming Katyn on the Russians in 
order to avoid disrupting rela- 
tions with the Soviets. 

Gen. Bissell Testifies. 

Maj. Gen. Clayton Bissell, chief 
intelligence officer in 1945, con- 
cluded testimony yesterday by 
telling the committee he classi- 
fied a military report on Katyn 
as “top. secret” because he 
thought its publication would af- 
fect Russia’s war effort against 
Japan. | 

The report was made in May 
1945 by Lt. Col. John H. Van 
Vliet Jr., who two years earlier 
had been taken to Katyn as a 
German war prisoner, The re- 
port, which concluded the Rus- 
sians were guilty, later disap- 
peared from Pentagon files. 

Bissell said he was convinced 
the report should be handled se- 
cretly because official policy was 
the “deal” made at Yalta the pre- 
vious February to get Russia “to 
stab Japan in the back when it 
would do us the most good.” 

If the Van Vliet report had be- 
come known, he said, there would 
have been international “political 
implications” affecting the war 
effort. He expressed doubt the 
Russians would have participated 
in formation of the U.N., then be- 
ing created at San Francisco. 

Denies Radio Censorship. 

Alan Cranston, a wartime offi- 
cial of the Office of War Informa- 
tion, said he did not attempt to 
censor wartime broadcasts by 
tony language commentators in 


Marion Kreutz testified earlier 
he had been suspended from De- 
troit’s station WJBK for anti- 
Russian comments about Katyn, 
but Cranston said Kreutz con- 
tinued broadcasting until 1945. 

Joseph B. Phillips, deputy as- 
‘sistant Secretary of State, said 
the Voice of America had broad- 
cast numerous stories about Katyn, 
most of them during the congres- 
sional investigation. He said the 
agency had avoided making prop- 
aganda of earlier private investi- 
gations to keep from arousing the 
Poles in Poland to action inviting 
Soviet retaliation. 


DOOMED RED LOSES APPEAL 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaya, 
Nov. 15 (AP) — Chief Justice 
Charles Mathew dismissed yes- 
terday the appeal of Lee Ten Tai, 
24-year-old Chinese woman con- 
demned to death as a leader of 
a ruthless gang of Communist 
guerrillas. 

The state charged that she had

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UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
15 (UP)—India’s long-awaited res- 
olution for settling .the Korean 
war was in the hands of United 
Nations delegations today for 
their consideration. 

The measure, which was not 
expected to be presented for- 
mally to the General Assembly 
Political Committee before the 
middle of next week, was under- 
stood to call for a neutral com- 
mission to handle the war pris- 
oner repatriation question which 
stalemated the Panmunjom truce 
talks. 

India’s move in the U.N.’s big 
Korean debate was awaited anx- 
iously because the Indians were 
known to have sounded out Com- 
munist China on a possible peace 
settlement, and they had indi- 
cated that they would not sub- 
mit any resolution unacceptable 
to Mao Tse-tung’s Peiping regime. 

Island Proposal. 

The Indian resolution, accord- 
ing to informed sources, did not 
mention specifically the proposal 
rumored earlier as a suggestion 
by India that all prisoners should 
be freed on an island off central 
Korea under the supervision of 
the neutral commission. 

On the island, according to this 
plan, prisoners willing to go home 
would be given transportation and 
those refusing to go home would 
be provided with food and shelter. 
Although this idea apparently 


did not appear in the formal! 
draft of the Indian resolution, it | 


was said to have been included 
in a lengthy memorandum in- 
cluded in working papers on Ko- 
rea which the Indians submitted 
to the United States and other 
U.N. delegations. 

Another thesis put forward in 
memorandum form was the Indian 
conviction the U.N. is spending 
too much time trying to do busi- 
ness with Russia on a Korean 
peace plan, according to informed 
sources. 

India long has held that the 
Peiping regime is far more inde- 
pendent of Russia than the West 
believes and the memorandum 
was understood to indicate that a 
more direct approach to the Chi- 
nese Communists was needed. 

Luis Padilla Nervo, of Mexico, 
took the rostrum in the Political 
Committee today to urge adoption 
of his country’s compromise plan 
for repatriation of Communist 
prisoners in Korea. 

Meanwhile Nasrollah Entezam, 
of Iran, was reported the most 
likely possibility to succeed 
Trygve Lie as U.N. secretary- 
general. 

Diplomatic sources said Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden were 
letting it be known they do not 
object to Entezam. The French 
also were reported satisfied with 
him. Permanent members of the 
Security Council, with the power 
of veto, have not signified their 
intentions.

IN PILEUPS IN FOG 
ON JERSEY TURNPIKE 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 15 (AP) 


reopened to traffic today after 
seven chain-reaction smashups 
in thick fog brought death to a 
sailor, injury to at least 26 other 
persons and forced a four-hour 
closedown on the 118-mile high- 
speed throughway. 

The northbound side of the six- 
lane artery was shut down at 2:15 
a.m. from Woodbridge north aft- 


er a number of chain-reaction 
crashes on the turnpike for the 
second consecutive day, 

An hour and fifteen minutes 
later, both north and southbound 
traffic was barred from the same 
section. It was reopened at 7:16 
a.m. with a 35-mile-per-hour speed 
limit in force because of a ground- 
hugging fog. The normal limit 
is 60 miles per hour. 

The latest crashes came within 
24 hours of two other multiple- 
vehicle wrecks which killed two 
men and injured seven persons 
yesterday in Kearny. 
Ambulances and police tow 
trucks had trouble finding the 
wrecks and were forced to creep 
along at five miles an hour or 
less. Motorists who left their 
Stalled cars to look for help in 
many cases were unable to find 
their vehicles again. Their cries 
for help added to the confusion 
and mingled with the wail of am- 
bulance sirens.

CARNEY SAYS NATO 
CAN NOW HOLD THE 
MEDITERRANEAN 


NAPLES, Italy, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The fighting forces of NATO can 
now hold the Mediterranean 
against any enemy air or sub- 
marine attack, Adm. Robert B. 
Carney declared yesterday. 

“It would be more difficult,” 
the NATO southern Europe com- 
mander said, “if anyone of our 
Mediterranean Allies were lost to 
the enemy.” 

He told a press conference that 
in such a case, the enemy would 
be able to cause greater damage 
by closer range air attacks. 

“Our shipping, of course, would 
suffer losses,” he said. “Our own 
airplane strength must be built 
up. 

“But we now have a combined 
Allied fleet in the Mediterranean 
and we can hold it in the face 
of any enemy air or submarine 
attack.” 

Carney gave his summary at 
the end of the combined naval 
maneuvers “long step” in which 
170 ships and 500 planes of the 
United States, Britain, France, 
Italy, Greece, and Turkey partici- 
pated. 

It was the first time Greek and 
Turkish forces had joined their 
NATO allies in a major naval ex- 
ercise. Carney said they were 
letter perfect.

He Discusses U.N.’s Position 


| Toward Investigations With 


Three Noted Attorneys. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
15 (AP)—United Nations Secre- 
tary General Trygve Lie met 
yesterday with three noted law- 
yers to get advice on how to deal 
with the McCarran committee 
igvestigation into his employes’ 
possible Communist connections. 

The lawyers are William De- 
witt Mitchell of New York, 
United States attorney general 
under President Hoover and 
chief counsel of the congres- 
sional committee which delved 
into the Pearl Harbor disaster; 
Sir Edwin Herbert of Bitain, war- 
time director of postal and tele- 
graph censorship, ,and Professor 
Paul Veldekens of Belgium, lead- 
ing member of that country’s su- 
preme court bar. 

Lie’s chief legal aid, Abraham 
N. Feller, who leaped to his 
death from his twelfth-story 
apartment Thursday, had been 
scheduled to represent Lie in ses- 
sions with the international 


jurist. 

The specific task assigned to 
the men is to decide what the 
law and U.N. policy require of 
U.N. employes and what position 
the U.N. itself has with respect 
to official inquiries by member 
governments. 

There has been considerable 
controversy here as to privileges 
and immunities claimed by U.N. 
employes against various investi- 
gations and uncertainty as to the 
U.N.’s own rights as an interna- 
tional organization with head- 
quarters on American soil. 

Feller was author of a memo- 
randum telling U.N. aids they 
must appear before the commit- 
tee when summoned and must 
answer all questions other than 
those specifically involving their 
official duties. He also advised 
Lie to fire those employes who 
refused to testify. Lie acted on 
this advice in three instances. 

Lie felt he must have even 
more authoritative guidance to 
lay down a firm policy which will 
set precedents for relations be- 
tween the U.N, and its members 
in the future, 


COMMUNIST RIOTS BROKEN UP 
AT 6 WEST BERLIN THEATERS 


BERLIN, Nov. 15 (AP)—Club- 
swinging German policemen broke 
up Communist riots last night 
when about 100 demonstrators 
threw tear gas bombs into six 
West Berlin movie theaters. 
Twenty persons were arrested. 

Red demonstrators who police 
said had infiltrated from the So- 
viet sector protested against the 
showing of a United States film, 
“The Desert Fox,” based on the 
life of the late German Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel. 

The biggest disturbances were 
at a theater in the French sector, 
where police quelled a brawl 
started by about 50 demonstrators. 
While the police were engaged, 
100 more rioters shouting Com- 
munist Slogans forced their way 
into. the theater. They broke fur- 
niture and window panes before 
they were dispersed.

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UN. TROOPS AGAIN 
DRIVE CHINESE 
OFF SNIPER RIDGE 


Fifteenth Time in Month 
—Allies Also’ Retake 
Heights Guarding 
Seoul Invasion Route. 


SEOUL,. Nov. 15 (UP)}—United 
Nations infantrymen threw Chi- 
nese Reds from vital Sniper Ridge 
in a bloody eight-hour fight today 
and, farther west, recaptured 
Jackson ‘Heights guarding the 
Chorwon valley invasion route to 
Seoul, 

| It was the fifteenth time in a 
month of fierce fighting that 
Allied troops have knocked Chi- 
nese Reds from Sniper Ridge 
north of Kumhwa on the central 
front. The victorious South Ko- 
reans vanquished their foes with 
bayonets, knives and fists. 

North of Chorwon, other Al- 
lied soldiers won back Jackson 
Heights, less than two hours 
after they had lost it. The peak 
is one of two that guard the 
Chorwon valley, one of the tradi- 
tional invasion gates to South 
Korea.

Racketeers on List. 

Luchese’s list of intimates also 
included such men as “Lucky” 
Luciano, deported vice king: Cos- 
tello, the imprisoned gambler; 
Joe Adonis; Willie Moretti, mur- 
dered New Jersey gangster: Jack 
Dragna, west coast narcotics sus- 
pect, and Frank Erickson, boss 
bookmaker. 

Luchese, an underworld mys- 
tery man until yesterday's hear- 
ing by the “little Kefauver com- 
mittee,” did not testify in person 
because he had obtained a state 
Supreme Court order granting 
him a postponement. However, 
parts of his secret testimony were 
read into the record as the crime 
commission continued open hear- 
ings into alleged links between 
public officials and organized 
crime in New York county. 

At yesterday’s session, the com- 
mission, headed by Joesph N. 
Proskauer, investigated deeper 
into the political facts of life in 
New York City. It heard testi- 
mony from such former and pres- 
ent Tammany officials as Hugo 
Rogers, one-time boss of Tam- 
many; Clarence Neal, former 
Democratic leader; Abe Rosen- 
thal, leader in the fourth assem- 
bly district, and I. Daniel Neu- 
stein, an attorney and former as- 
semblyman. 

Major Developments. 

The hearing also produced 
these major developments: 

1. Luchese had known Mayor 
Impellitteri for “four or five 
years.” It has been alleged that 
Luchese was a strong backer of 
Impellitteri when he ran as an 
insurgent for mayor in 1950, 

2. Armand Chankalian, ad- 
ministrative assistant in the 
United States attorney’s office 
here, interceded with Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey to obtain a cer- 
tificate of good conduct for 
Luchese. 

3. Luehese was linked with 
Luciano, who is now in Italy, in 
the narcotics traffic, and it was 
disclosed that Luchese and Lu- 
ciano were arrested together in 
Cleveland where they had gone 
to witness a prize fight between 
Max Schmeling and Young Strib- 
ling in 1931, 

4. Luchese allegedly owned “a 
piece” of Rocky Graziano, former 
middleweight champion. Luchése 
denied this, but the commission

It was the first time in mor 
than two years that an “R and R” 
plane has crashed. Since the 
315th Air Division’s combat cargo 
began its passenger operations in 
the summer of 1950, it has car- 
ried more than 1,800,000 person 
without mishap. The total in- 
cluded more than 250,000 air 
evacuees.

‘Typhoon Damage Put at 


$12,500,000 — No 
Americans Named on 


Casualty List.

TAIPEH, Nov. 15 (AP)—South- 
ern Formosa today counted 181 
dead, 974 injured and $12,500,000 
damage in the wake of a tropical 
typhoon which struck Thursday 
night and Friday morning. 

No Americans were in the list 
of known dead. 

United States military installa- 
tions and the big Nationalist naval 
base at Tsoying were hard hit. 
Sixty dead were added to pre- 
vious death tolls by reports of 
fishermen drowned when their 
boats sank off Tainan. 
The casualty list was compile 
from official and unofficial re- 
ports. Government officials said 
they expected the toll to mount 
as scattered reports filtered in 
from outlying areas and towns in 
the typhoon’s path. 

Prices of wood, brick and other 
construction materials doubled as 
the South Formosans began the 
gigantic task of rebuilding. 
Bereaved civilian families were 
given the equivalent of $20 in 
United States money for each 
member killed. Double that 
amount was given dependents of 
nationalist navy men killed at 
the Tsoying navy base. 

One of the hardest hit cities 
was the port of Kaohsiung, where 
more than 500 buildings col- 
lapsed, including the weather bu- 
reau station. Most of its instru- 
ments were either blown away or 
smashed. 

Numerous small Southern For- 
mosa communities were without 
telephone or telegraph lines, 
Through rail service between 
Kaohsiung and Taipeh was re- 
sumed after a 35-hour break- 
down. Air and surface shipping 
between Formosa and the outside 
world started up again.

Dark Days for the U.N. 


'“These are dark days for the United Nations, 
perhaps the darkest it has ever been through.” 
In this comment by Ralph Bunche a great many 
Americans who have put their trust in the U.N. 
will concur. And they will wonder to what ex- 
tent the McCarran investigation of the U.N. 
secretariat, which has done so much to bring on 
the dark days Mr. Bunche referred to, is moti- 
vated by deep distrust of what the United Na- 
tions stands fo® 

Extreme nationalists who oppose the ideals 
of international co-operation are attacking on 
séveral fronts. In California, school officials are 
criticized for working with UNESCO, the United 
Nations Educational, Social and Cultural Organ- 
ization. In the United States Senate and in some 
legal circles, the U.N, charter is belabored on 
the charge that it endangers the Constitution. 
Is the McCarran Red hunt merely another facet 
of this upwelling hostility to U.N. principles— 
isolationism in a new form? 

Inevitably the McCarran commitiee investiga- 
tion has blurred the distinction between Ameri- 
can members of the U.N. secretariat who once 
may have been Communist in political sympa- 
thy, and members who may have engaged in 
Communist espionage or propaganda under cover 
of their U.N. connections. 

- - . 

Senator Willis Smith, North Carolina Demo- 
crat, at one point in the hearings said that 
the U.N. should be ousted from American soil 


unless it purges itself “of spies and saboteurs.”~ 


But at another point Senator McCarran said 
the U.N. must act against Communists on the 
secretariat “if, as and when they engage in sub- 
versive activity against the United States.” 

Thus Senator McCarran indicated there may 
be some doubt as to whether U.N. employes 
actually have engaged in subversive activity, 
whereas Senator Smith spoke as if the case 
were proved beyond -doubt. What is the truth” 
Has U.N. harbored “spies and saboteurs” or not? 

The public is unlikely to get a clear answer 
from the McCarran committee for the reason 
that a committee investigation is ill equipped to 
turn up real evidence of actual crimes. If the 
crimes of espionage and sabotage have been com- 
mitted by U.N. employes, the best way to find 
out is by a careful and quiet investigation by 
the FBI or other competent security agency, by 
the presentation of evidence to a grand jury, by 
indictment and trial, 

* ° ~ 

As it happens, a federal grand jury is now 
studying the same U.N. field which the McCar- 
ran committee has been exploiting. That is how 
it should be studied. The McCarran committee 
adds little to what the grand jury can do in the 
actual exposure and punishment of criminals. 
What the committee does is to spread an unjus- 
tified suspicion of widespread subversion in the 
U.N., and feed the flames of hatred for what 
the U.N. stands for. That is the effect, and those 
who believe in the U.N, will wonder if it is also 
the purpose, 

Russian delegates and personnel from satel- 
lite countries obviously will be Communists. 
This is to be accepted. But there should be no 
question as to American personnel. All who 
represent the United States at the U.N. ought 
to be willing and ready to answer questions as 
to political interests and affiliations. This coun- 
try has the right to know that its representatives 
and staff employes at the U.N. are not hiding 
disqualifying political connections. 

The well-being of the U.N. depends on remov- 
ing this doubt without damaging the entire 
structure. It is-a case of getting rid of any rats 
without burning down the house. 
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For Action on Expressways 

The St. Louis area’s critical need for express- 
ways came in for major emphasis at the first 
meeting of the County Financial Advisory Com- 
mittee, composed of municipal officials and 
civic leaders. 

Both G. Wood Smith, chairman of the commit- 
tee, and Supervisor Luman F. Matthews placed 
the traffic congestion problem‘near the top of 
the list of county problems. Mr. Matthews point- 
ed out that unless the St. Louis area promptly 
takes advantage of the state’s readiness to spend 
$8,000,000 a year on expressways here, the 
money may be lost io some other community. 

The fact is, however, that the state’s express- 
ways program for this area has been momen- 
tarily blocked, and what the county officials and 
civic leaders should be considering is how they 
can remove the obstacles. Statements of the 
need for expressways are fine. But if the County 
Financial Advisory Committee and other civic 
groups wish to do something more positive than 
agree on the need, we have a suggestion. 

They should constitute themselves a pressure 
group, representing the county as a whole, to 
offset the pressure of local interests which ob- 
ject to particular routes for the expresswavs. 

if each Jocality can kill off each particular 
route, it is quite clear that St. Louis county will 
get no expressways in the end. Somebody must 
speak—and speak loudly—-for the whole com-, 
munity. Somebody must rescue the expressway 
program from the paralysis that threatens it. 
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Judge Harper Applies Reason 

United States District Judge Roy W. Harper 
has acted in the best traditions of federal jus- 
tice in reducing the bail for the conspiracy de- 
fendants who have been held in City Jail. 

The Federal Constitution says that “excessive 
bail shall not be required.” That it was excessive 
to demand $40,000 bond of James F. Forest and 
$25,000 each of Robert. Manewitz and Marcus A. 
Murphy can hardly have been doubted by anyone. 

A study of bail in somewhat similar cases 
showed that in 44 cases the average bond re- 
quired was $1840. By, these standards, $10,000 
is still plenty high, but it is a long way from 
$40,000 or even $25,000. Bail is designed to pro- 
duce a defendant in court, not to start pre-con- 
viction punishment. 

if the District Attorney's office thinks any of 
these defendants may attempt to avoid trial by 
skipping bond let it put out a close watch. If 
the Government has no such belief then let it 
treat these men as it would treat anyone else 
prior to trial. The basic rule still is that an 
accused person is innocent until proved guilty. 
eee 


Echo of an Election 

Voters in normally Republican Logan county, 
lilinois, elected a single Democrat at the recent 
election. They put him in the office of State's 
Attorney, which had been under fire from the 
Good Government Council of Lincoln, IIL. 

The fight which led up to the election, how- 
ever, is still going on. Circuit Judge Frank S. 
Bevan assessed jail sentences and fines for con- 
tempt of court against two leaders of the Coun- 
cil and their attorney, and has now refused to 
stay execution. Judge Bevan had originally cited 
547 other citizens of the county for contempt, 
but dismissed them at the same time he imposed 


punishment on the others. And what was their 
crime? 

All except the attorney, Nelson Howarth of 
Springfield, had signed a petition asking for a 
special prosecutor in a local case involving alle- 
gations of embezzlement against a Justice of 
the Peace, who is under indictment. Howarth, 
who had participated in a similar fight for good 
government in Sangamon county, heiped pre- 
pare the petition. : 

The principal legal ground on which Judge 
Bevan based his contempt citation was that 
some of the duplicate copies of the petition were 
missing. The petitioners assert that this was 
done only to save bulk, They have now filed no- 
tice of appeal. Since the contempt citation ap- 
pears to rest on such a flimsy technicality, the 
State Supreme Court should_certainly hear the 
case. Judicial intimidation of citizens exercising 
their rights as citizens has no place in the courts.

A Year of Conservative Rule 

In the House of Commons earlier in the 
week, the Conservatives won a test of confi- 
dence by 34 votes. The test came just as the 
party was winding up a year in office, and indi- 
cates that it is in a somewhat stronger political 
position than it has been most of the year. 

Yet there is little jubilation over the Churchill 
Government's accomplishments. After Queen 
Elizabeth’s first Speech from the Throne—actu- 
ally a reading of the Government’s proposed 
program—even the conservative Economist fell 
into a scolding mood. 

The Government has not yet made good on 
its major pledges of a year ago, complained 
The Economist, and now it has reduced its ob- 
jectives mainly to the denationalization of the 
steel and highway transport industries. Both: 
are still to be welcomed, but they will not mean 
much, says the London publication, without a 
strong law against monopolies of all kinds—a 
legislative objective which the Conservatives 
have dropped. 

And it is true that, so far, Britain has im- 
proved its economic position not so much by 
increasing its exports as by decreasing its im- 
ports. That means continued austerity. It also 
raises doubis about the ability to cut expendi- 
tures and at the same time provide more housing 
-~—both promised in the Queen’s speech. 

So the real issue for the Conservatives would 
seem to be just what it was earlier for the Labor 
Government: Can Great Britain really balance 


‘its budget and at the same time maintain its 


present social services and the arms program to 
which it is committed in defense of the West? 

In the past, help from the United States has 
been the easiest expedient. But as the late Sir 
Stafford Cripps said long ago, such help should 
be only a temporary expedient. After a while, 
it puts a strain both on those who give and 
those who receive. 

Will the Conservatives face the issues anv 
more than Labor did? 


Not Brimming Over 

The peers of the Big Seven Conference have 
sensibly decided to stand by their original deci- 
sion barring post-season football “bowl” games. 
Of course, Oklahoma University was the onlv 
conference member whose team seemed ready to 
g0 a-bowling, and even Oklahoma might have 
been discouraged after playing Notre Dame. 
Nevertheless, some conference members simply 
wanted no part of any bowl. 

One of these was Chancellor Franklin D. Mur- 
phy. At a time when his Kansas University team 
was rolling along with dreams of glory (before 
playing Oklahoma, of course), Dr. Murphy auda- 
ciously told a boosters’ club: “Most of these 
bowl games do nothing but make trained seals 
out of college boys.” He added that the bowl 
promoters might consider inviting a circus in- 
stead of his football team. 

This attitude implies that football bowls have 
nothing to do with education, but are an enter- 
tainment business which should leave students 
out of their dramatis personae. The bowl pro- 
moters cannot be expected to call in elephants 
instead of football players. But enough schools 
and conferences agree with the Big Seven so 
that there is a shortage of top-ranked teams for 
the plethora of bowls. 

The next few weeks will show what happens 
to enterprise when demand taxes supply. This 
chapter may be entitled: “Eight bowls in search 
of their contents,” and it ought to be educational 
reading, 
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A Southern Civil War inthe G.O.P.? 
Thomas L. Stokes, speculating on whéther the 
Republican party can retain «the hold Gen. 
Eisenhower took on the South, and extend it, 
wrote that it could do so only by “laying a 
strong foundation in the rank and file.” 
These are hard words, for what they mean is 
that the Republican state organizations in the 
South will have to be taken away from the 
leaders who now control them. As Gov. Byrnes 
of South Carolina puts it, in an interview in 
U.S. News, “there's no chance for the Repub- 
lican party if it's controlled for example by the 
men who have been in control in this state.” 
The reason is, as V. O. Kev Jr. writes in 
his monumental book “Southern Politics,’ that 
Southern Republican leaders are not interested 
in winning elections and not capabie of it. They 
are interested solely in distributing federal 
patronage in their states when Republican 
Presidents are in office. ‘The quid which they 
offer in return for this quo is that they deliver 
votes at national conventions. Writes Mr. Key: 
These party officials often have only the 
foggiest notion where the Republican voters 
in the state live and who they are. Most of 
them are overwhelmed by the futility of it 
all, but they keep the faith in a quiet spirit 
of dedication not unlike that of the Britisher 
who, although living in the jungle sur- 
rounded by heathen, dresses for dinner. 
Gov. Byrnes thinks the necessary internal 
revolution in Southern Republicanism can be 
helped along if the party nationally will pro- 
vide for “some form of referendum” for the 
election of national committeeman and state 
chairman. Change from the convention to the 
primary system, such as will occur in Texas 
year after next unless the state election law 
is amended before then, would also aid in 
wresting control from the leaders of the status 
quo and ushering in the Southern revolution. 
Perhaps then the intentions of Republican 
leaders toward the Republican party would not 
be so manifestly false as they were this year, 
when the Texas Republican party put Democrats 
on its state ticket. Certainly that kind of per- 


formance is not calculated to build a strong: 


Republican party in Texas. 
To state the problem of building up a strong 
Republican party in the Southern states is to 


pose the size of the order: Nothing less than: 


brand new leaders, brand new purposes, and 
brand new relations with the voters.

) Complete warning system to be installed soon, permitting city-wide 
air raid drills, official says: nearly 100 downtown buildings sur- 
veyed for shelter purposes; 90 per cent of people in survey includ- 
ing St. Louis realize an immediate need for some preparation.

Just a little over 18 months ago, St. 
Louis had given hardly any thought to 
Civil Defense. The public warning system 
with funds now available and all needed 
approvals secured will be installed in a 
matter of months. It is believed conserva- 
tive to state that St. Louis is well over 50 
per cent ready for any eventuality. 


The city appropriated, for the period of 
about three months ending in April, 1951, 
$8000. For the fiscal year beginning in 
April, 1951, an appropriation of $82,330.60 
was made. This was supplemented early 
in 1952 by another appropriation of $123.- 
874.78, which was earmarked for the city’s 
share of an air-raid warning system and 
other operational facilities. 


A considerable portion of each appro- 
priation, and particularly the supplemen- 
tary appropriation, was approved on the 
expectation of federally available matching 
funds. During the fiscal year 1951-1952, 
such matching funds were actually ap- 
proved, in the amount of $84,842.68. 


No funds of any sort were made avail- 
able by the State of Missouri for use by 
the St. Louis Office of Civil Defense. 


Of the $206,205.38 appropriated by the 
city for fiscal year 1951-1952, $158,626.20 
was actually expended, with $47,579.18 re- 
verting to the city. 


For is fiscal year beginning April 7, 
1952, the city appropriated $147,050 for 
civil defense purposes. Of this amount, 
well over half is earmarked for special 
purposes, and with the expectation of the 
provision of federal funds on a matching 
basis. 


SOS Folders for St. Louisans 


A basic informational document called, 
“Saving Our Selves” (the “SOS Folder’) 
was prepared by the office staff. with pro- 
fessional civilian assistance. More than 
600,000 such folders have been printed. Of 
these, over 475,000 have been distributed 
to St. Louisans. The main distribution, 
undertaken during the summer of 1951, 
was made by the St. Louis Boy Scouts to 
the 300,000 homes within the city limits. 


A speaker's bureau made up of 43 citi- 
zens has been averaging more than 50 
programs a monih during the past 10 
months, and has brought its civil defense 
story to more than 75,000 adults in St. 
Louis, along with tens of thousands of 
younger citizens. 

Eight civil defense fiims. have been 
shown to more than 100,000 persons. 

A booklet, ‘Facing Dangers,” prepared 
and illustrated by a committee of edu- 
cators' and civil defense experts, has been 
distributed to every pupil in the public 
schools, and to the majority of pupils in 
the Catholic and lLutheran parochial 
schools. 

In addition, ail schools in the city, both 
elementary and high schools, have carried 
through a student training program, in 
which there has been a shelter program, 
air-raid drills both with and _ without 
warning, and the development and use of 
curriculum materials at all educational 
levels. 


A survey undertaken under contract by 
the University of Michigan, including the 
City of St. Louis, reveals that 65 per cent 
of the citizens have accurate conceptions 
of civil defense, 75 per cent of the citizens 
realize that their city is in real danger if 


war comes; 90 per cent recognize an im- 


mediate need for some civil defense prep- 
aration; and 91 per cent are convinced that 
children should be taught in school what 
to do in case of atomic attack. 


Earl in 1952, after a vear of careful and 
painstaking research, the Civil Defense 
Communications Committee, made up of 
communications experts in all fields, com- 
pleted its plans for a warning system. The 
entire plan was submitted to the Federal 
Civil Defense Administtation for study and 
possible approval for matching federal 
funds. ; 

The St. Louis plans were the first in- 
volving a complete warning system to be 
processed and approved by the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration. 

The total cost of the approved system 
will be $123,961. It will include 127 elec- 
trically driven, 5-h.p. sirens, located stra- 
tegically throughout the city, all capable of 
being activated simultaneously from the 
Civil Defense Control Center. 


Two Wardens for Each Block 


The completion of the public attack 
warning system, expected in the next few 
months, will enable St. Louis to under- 
take city-wide air raid drills. 

The St. Louis Metropolitan Police De- 
partment will provide facilities for a pri- 
mary and three alternate control centers 
for the Director of Civil Defense and his 
staff, to be used in the event of an emer- 
gency. It will undertake to control all 
movement of personnel and vehicles in 
the devastated area. A basic traffic con- 
trol plan for the entire city has been de- 
veloped. 

The Police Department will organize a 
block warden system 

An auxiliary police force of nearlv 8000, 
and a force of block wardens (‘two per 
block), of about 13,000, will be required. 
The Department has recruited and trained 
over 600 auxiliary police, and has pro- 
vided specialized civil defense training for 
manv of its regular personnel. The block 
warden system has not yet been activated. 


The St. Louis Fire Department has com- 
pleted its plans, involving further disper- 
sion and more effective use of the equip- 
ment and manpower available. The 1051 
trained firefighters already on the force 
have received individual, round-the-clock 
assignments, and additional training con- 
cerning fire problems in atomic attack. 


The Medical and Health Services, though 
still in need of some expansion, are pre- 
pared for any eventuality, with some 19,000 
professional and well-qualified personnel 
available for the task. 

The City Board of Public Service in con- 
junction with the St. Louis Engineers 
Club has made provision for the location 
and adaptation of public shelters. Nearly 
100 downtown buildings have been sur- 
veyed for shelter purposes.

Studies in Love. Hate 


THE CENTER OF THE STAGE, by Gerald Sykes, 

(Farrer, Straus & Young, $3.) 

Gertrude Buckman in The Milwaukee 

Journal. 

This novel by a writer who has begun to 
speak again after a long silence is a drama- 
tization of several kinds of warfare, Here 
are the intimate wars in which _inter- 
locked egos struggle for ascendancy—the 
war between the needs to merge and to 
retain identity, between scientific detach- 
ment and human passion, between the de- 
sire for approval and the respect for one’s 
own integrity. 

The main battle is between Carlotta Hol- 
derness, a beautiful actress, and David, her 
scientist husband, who is returning to fash- 
ionable Long Island after a working ab- 
sence in Europe. They are passionately at- 
tached, but their war has been a long one, 
both hot and cold. 

In the hostility alerted In her by David's 
disapproval of her work in the commercial 
theater, Carlotta once deliberately ar- 
ranged to injure him physically. Now, at 
the moment she understands that his 
mere presence men- 
aces her self-esteem, 
she first considers 
destroying his latest 
manuscript but ends 
by arranging a more 
personal catastrophe, 
This plan is deflect- 
ed at the last mo- 
ment by the discov- 
ery that he bears the 
seeds of his own de- 
struction in the form 
of cancer. 

Surrounding this 
central situation are 
others equally com- 
plex, if less thor- 
oughly explored. Peter, the son, like Tele- 
machus awaiting Ulysses, like Hamlet ob- 
serving Gertrude’s defections, suffers from 
his resentments. Cyrilla, a young poetress 
from Bennington, is given to alcohol and 
torn by conflicting desires——for greater 
spirituality, which she hopes to find among 
the California Vedantists, and for a father 
replacement, at this point David. There is 
Greco, once an idealistic “People’s thea- 
ter” man, now a Hollywood director, in a 
dither about the investigation of his Com- 
munist affiliations. There is Cyrilla’s moth- 
er, Nancy, wife of a Catholic college .pro- 
fessor and pursuer of Carlotta’s affections, 

Into the turmoil of these and other ‘con- 
flicts, the fact of the Korean crisis falls 
like a stone. There is a great scattering of 
self-centered characters to their individual 
burrows. One gets, in the end, a sense of 
the terrible isolation of human beings in 
a crowded world. Beset. divided, each goes 
forth, imperfectly armed, to a never end- 
ing struggle. 

The disciplines which so ambitious a 
project demands of the novelist are neces. 
sarily exacting ones. And though Sykes’ 
characters thrust their way in roughly and 
have an air of being modeled after real 
personalities, they do not always support 
the weight of implication required of them.

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Mystery and Horror 
VENABLES. by Geoffery Wagner. (Simon & Schuster ) 


This is a suspense story, clever, ma- 
cabre, neatly and competently written. 
The narrative itself is unremarkable and 
there is little characterization, but the 
author has succeeded in creating an at- 
mosphere of mystery and horror. 

Young David Beilingham, growing up 
between the two world wars, lives with 
shadows and puzzles until the final catas- 
trophe which resolves them all at last, 
almost too patly. His mother is a strange, 
intense, neurotic woman, alternately brutal 
and oppressively tender to him. During 
the holidays from his school she may be 
with him at Venables, that great gloomy 
English country house, or she may leave 
him in the charge of the butler, a repel- 
lent yet powerful presence. Or she may 
entertain the gay set she plays with on the 
Riviera. Actually, both situation and 
characters are stereotyped, but they are 
well presented and do hold one’s interest. 
Particularly convincing is the contrast be- 
tween the interior of the house with its 
mysteries and atmosphere of shadowed 
horror, and the sun-filled fields in which 
David helps the harvesters or wanders 


with the loving, uncomplicated dogs.

Taft may be ready at that time 
to indicate something about his 
own plans.

Rules May Be Changed. 

If Taft wants to continue in the 
job, the conference of all Re- 
publicans will have to change its 
rules—as it has done twice before 
—to permit him to retain a post 
that originally was intended to 
be passed along to a new chair- 
man every two years. 

Under the Republican setup, 
the floor leader gets his orders 
from the policy committee — or 
from the conference of all Re- 
publican senators, in rare cases— 
and serves largely as the mechan- 
|ical manager of legislation and 
the ever-present voice of the 
G.O.P. on the floor. 

Bridges has hinted that if a 
fight develops over the post, he 
may decide to hang on to it. He 
took it last year, after the death 
of Senator Kenneth Wherry of 
Nebraska, in a harmony move. 

But with the Republicans in 
control of the senate, Bridges 
now ascends to the chairmanship 
of the appropriations committee, 
an almost full-time job. Few 
leaders have felt they had the 
time to handle the chairmanship 
of a major committee in addition 
to their floor duties. 

Bridges’s Aim. 

Bridges has made it clear that 
if an amicable agreement can be 
reached on the floor job, he 
would like to become President 
pro-tempore—acting president of 
the Senate, when the Vice Presi- 
dent isn’t around. 

The late Senator Arthur Van- 
denberg of Michigan held that 
post in tlg Senate during the 
Republican Eightieth Congress. It 
usually is filled on the basis of 
length of service and if Bridges 
didn’t take it, Taft would be next 
in line. 

None of Taft’s friends can 
imagine the Ohioan stepping out 
of an active leadership post to 
take what is largely an honorary 
job. So if Bridges continues as 
floor leader, Senator Charles W.

BUDGETS IN VIEW, 
LOVETT ASSERTS 


Major Investments, Heav- 
jest Part of Purchases 
Have Been Funded, He 
Says. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., Nov. 15 
(AP)—Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert Lovett said today “we are 
now entering a period of lower 
military budgets.” 

Lovett said the major capital 
investments and the heaviest part 
of purchases have been largely 
authorized and funded. 

Then he added: “If this orderly 
decrease is continued for a short 
period we should reach a level 
which can be sustained. ... With- 
out doing too much damage to 
our national economy or our 
social system.” 

Lovett expressed his views in 
an address at Brown University. 

In the ceremony, Patriots Court, 
one of two courtyards in Brown’s 
new elght and one-half million- 
dollar housing quadrangle, was 
dedicated “to the men of Brown 
who have died in the service of 
their country since 1775.” 

He did not mention specific 
figures in his talk. However, 
there have been unofficial pre- 
dictions that the military budget 
for the next fiscal year might be 
between 39 million and 41 billion 
dollars. This would compare with 
a high since the start of the 
Korean war of about 60 billion 
dollars. 

Lovett apparently was referring 
to military budget requests to 
Congress for annual appropria- 
tions, not to total military ex- 
penditures, Although the budget 
sent to Congress for the next 
fiscal year starting July 1 may 
be only in the neighborhood of 
40 billion dollars, the Defense 
Department will have a carry- 
over from previously appropriated 
funds of about $59,900,000,000. 
The actual expenditures thus may 
run substantially higher than the 
budget requests. 

Lovett cautioned that what is 
needed is a stabilized military 
program instead of peaks and 
valleys of effort, as long as the 
international situation and threat 
of war with Russia remains. 

“The totalitarian menace that 
confronts us today is a constant 
menace,” he said. ‘Our defenses 
must be geared to the hard reali- 
ties of this fact and must be fixed 
in the light of our requirements 
for our security and our responsi- 
bilities. Once established, we 
must proceed calmly and con- 
fidently to develop and maintain

The airport, formerly the great- 
est single air freight terminal in 
the world, had been shut down 
except for limited use since Feb.

SYMPHONY GIES ONE 


OF TS BEST CONCERTS « 
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.‘ Miolin Give Fitting 
Assistance. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The St. Louls Symphony Or- 
chestra gave one of its best con- 
certs of recent years when it 
played yesterday afternoon in 
Kiel Auditorium a program ' of 
works by Brahms, Bartok and 
Alexandre Tansman. Zino Fran- 
cescatti was the assisting artist 
and his performance in the 
Brah Violin Concerto enticed 
his listeners, for the moment, into 
an ideal realm of elevated feel- 
ing. And the preceding parts of 
the program conditioned the audi- 
ence for this experience by 
heightening its susceptibility to 
values that music — and music 
alone—can express. It was a con- 
cert that brought credit to every- 
body concerne@—the music, the 
soloist, the orchestra and Vladi- 
mir Golschmann, the conductor. 

Francescatti’s command of his 
instrument was such as to dis- 
- golve the apparatus. of communi- 
cation and bring one into direct 
contact with the composer’s es- 
sential qualities—nobility of sen- 
timent, a somber but touching 
gravity and—in the last move- 
ment—a kind of slogging playful- 
ness. Taking stock at the end, 
the performance could be ex- 
plained partly in terms of con- 
sistent beauty of sound, unbroken 
continuity, finely tapering phrases 
and a feeling for rhythm that 
ecsaped the tyranny of the bar- 
line without compromising the 
basic pulsation. Francescatti 
could, and did extend slightly 
the time values of notes at the 
ends of phrases, and give them 
thereby an added grace and with- 
out affecting the purity of the 
line. So his interpretation was 
personalized in small and subtlé 
Ways. But it was never eccentric. 

Conductor Golschmann adapted 
the orchestra skillfully to the 
soloist not only in entrances and 
releases but in dynamics and tex- 
ture. The tonal quality of the or- 
chestra was notably mellow. At 
the conclusion of the concerto 
when Francescatti was taking his 
bows he directed the audience's 
attention to the first oboe, Leon- 
ard Arner, in tribute to the lat- 
ter’s expressive solo part in the 
second movement. 

The repetition of Bela Bartok’s 
Concerto for Orchestra confirmed 
all previous impressions of its 
extraordinary driving force and 
its imaginative, dazzling use of 
instrumental resources. Greater 
familiarity with the work also 
made it seem more expressive as 
the content—the sum of its mu- 
sical ideas—emerged more clearly | 
through its structure. With all 
outward aspects of the idiom 
taken more or less for granted it 
became an even greater work and 
one with a deep emotional 
warmth. 

Alexandre Tansman’s ‘suite 
from “Le Voyage de Magella” 
had a surface similarity to Ibert’s 
“Ports of Call” because of its 
atmospheric and descriptive ele- 
ments and specific references to 
streets songs and other regional 
phenomena. The texture was 
softer, however, and the commu- 
nication more intimate. Though 
derived from classical Spanish 
themes whose national features 
were in evidence throughout, the 
suite was processed rather thor- 
oughly into a work characteristic 
of the composer. Melting har- 
monies, subtle blends of instru- 
mental coloring, and expressjve 
melodic fragments, all beautifully 
composed, made it a thoroughly 
gracious work. 

The orchestra’s response to de- 
mands for narrow shading, close 
cohesion and precise delicacy was 
notably alert as was its execution 
in a wider range of effects in the 
Bartok concerto. The concert 
will be repeated tonight.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 15 
(AP)—A federal grand jury has 
accepted the word of Sheriff Wil- 
lis McCall of Lake county that he 
shot two Negro prisoners in self- 
defense. 

The jury which had been asked 
to look into complaints that the

Amendment of the Illinois mo- 
tor fuel tax law to give down- 
state counties a bigger share of 
receipts was urged yesterday by 
the Illinois Association of County 
Officials at the close of a two-day 
meeting at the Broadview Hotel, 
East St. Louis.

HE first man who said it 
was a poet,” one of our 
readers writes about the 
saying that “Time flies,” asking 
then, “Do you know who it was?”

After South’s one-club opening 
bid, North did some vigorous bid- 
ding on his own hook and South 
became the declarer at the very 
reasonable contract of six clubs. 

After long consideration, West 
opened the 10 of trumps. South 
then drew the other outstanding 
trumps and with some reluctance 
(but not enough) discarded a 
spade from the board. He then 
cashed the top spades and ruffed 
a third round, hoping for a 3-3 
split, but when this did not de- 
velop he led a heart, hoping to 
find the ace on-side. This hope 
was also dashed when East took 
the trick and returned the heart 
jack, but South had still another 
chance, the diamond finesse, and 
when that succeeded he -could 
discard a heart on dummy’s third 
diamond. 

Declarer was extremely short- 
sighted when he threw off a spade 
from dummy, since there was an 
excellent chance (requiring no 
worse than a 4-2 break) to estab- 
lish dummy’s fifth spade. How- 
ever, after South made that mis- 
take, East was equally ill advised 
in grabbing his heart trick! By 
doing so he forced declarer into 
the winning diamond finesse, 
whereas if East had held up the 
heart ace, playing the four-spot 
without hesitation, South might 
well have tried a second heart 
lead in the hope that the ace was 
really on-side.

On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


LUORIDATION of communily 
F water supplies was probably 

the most discussed subject at 
the recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association in 
Cleveland. 

Nine speakers—two of whom 
were recipients of Lasker Awards 
for their outstanding investiga- 
tions on the effect of fluorides in 
water supplies for the partial pre- 
vention of tooth decay—partici- 
pated in two sessions on fluorida- 
tion. 

All the speakers confirmed and 
added to the accumulated scien- 
tific data that fluoridation of com- 
munity water supplies is no long- 
er a hypothesis but a well docu- 
mented scientific fact. 

The best informed scientific 
opinions available are emphatic 
in declaring that the addition of 
fluorides to the water supply in 
the amount recommended (one 
part fluoride to 1,000,000 parts 
water) is effective, safe and prac- 
tical. The cost, 10 cents per capi- 
ta per year—$85,000 for St. Louis 
-—is relatively infinitesimal com- 
pared to the savings to parents in 
money and to children in suffer- 
ing. 

* * * 

THERE 1S UNANIMITY of 
scientific opinion that there is no 
submitted evidence of any harm- 
ful effects whatever from drink- 
ing waters containing the recom- 
mended amount of fluoride, eith- 
er in those who have been ex- 
posed to it naturally for as long 
as 80 years, or in those who have 
received it on a planned basis for 
over seven years. 

The facts are that children who 
are constantly exposed to fluori- 
dated water supplies from infancy 
through 10-11 years will experi- 
ence a 65 per cent reduction in 
tooth decay with the benefits last- 
ing throughout life. It is clear 
now that the influence of fluoride. 
once conferred, is not diminished 
through Jater migration outside of 
fluoride territory. 

* * * 

IN THE UNITED STATES, as 
of Sept. 15, 1952, nearly 8,500,000 
residents of 427 communities 
were using domestic water sup- 
plies which had been fluoridated. 
These 427 communities were 
served by 288 separate water sup- 
plies and were distributed among 
42 states and the District of Col- 
umbia. However, Missouri is one 
of six states in which not a single 
community is fluoridating its wa- 
ter supply. .

Vegetable Favorites 
By Edith M. Barber , 


CORN, CANNED OR CREAMED, OR SERVED IN THE WHOLE KERNEL 
STYLE, MAKES A STANDARD BASE FOR A WIDE VARIETY OF DISHES, 


OPPING the list of favorite 
T vegetables are corn and toma- 

toes. These are our choice 
not only fresh but canned. Among 
the first to be available thev have 
maintained their standing in spite 
of the competition from innumer- 
able other canned products and 
even of fresh vegetables whose 
seasons have been becoming 
longer and longer. 


lt is, therefore, worthy of note 
that the corn pack will be larger 
than that of any other vegetable 
this season. This was one product 
that was not affected by the long 
spell of dry weather that was 
rather widespread throughout the 
country, 

Tomatoes, by the way, will be 
in better supply than was ex- 
pected, as California is still in the 
running, 


The first canned corn was 
cream style and for some pur- 
poses this is still the choice. The 
whole kernel style is, however, 
more popular now. . 


By the way, most corn will be 
packed in one-pound cans this 
year. This suits the demand of 
the small family although, of 
course, it is no problem to find a 
place for any corn that is left 
over. 

Served as a plain vegetable, 
corn needs but to be dressed with 
butter or cream, but almost as 
popular are fritters, pudding and 
chowder that are specialties in 
various parts of the country. 

‘rom the West comes a recipe 
for a sort of vegetable goulash 
and has the intriguing title of 
“Lumberjack Jumbo.” 

Another novel idea is the com- 
bination of cheese with corn and 


other ingredients in a pudding 

that makes a good accompaniment 

to any meal or which can serve as 

a main luncheon or supper dish. 
Corn Cheese Pudding. 

Three egg yolks, one cup milk, 
scalded, one cup grated American 
cheese, one tablespoon butter or 
margarine, one 1-pound can white 
cream style corn, one cup soft 
bread cubes, one-half teaspoon 
dry mustard, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
one-fourth teaspoon Tabasco, 
three egg whites. 

Beat egg yolks. Add milk, stir- 
ring constantly. Add cheese and 
butter or margarine. Stir until 
melted. Add corn, bread cubes, 
dry mustard, salt, pepper and Ta- 
basco. Beat egg whites until stiff 
but not dry. Fold into corn mix- 
ture. Turn into shallow baking . 
dish and bake in slow oven (325 
deg. F.) 45 minutes, or until firm, 
Yield: Six servings. 

Lumberjack Jumbo. 

Three slices bacon, one 1-pouna 
can yellow whole kernel corn, one 
No. 2 can red kidney beans, one 
No. 2 can tomatoes, one medium 
onion, chopped, one green pepper, 
diced, two teaspoons chili powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
pound American cheese, grated. 

Cut bacon in half-inch pieces 
and fry crisp. Drain on absorbent 
paper and reserve two tablespoons 
bacon drippings. Drain corn, 
beans and tomatoes. Add vege- 
table liquids with onion and pep- 
per to bacon drippings in skillet. 
Cook until liquid is reduced to 
about one half. Add bacon, corn, 
beans, tomatoes, chili powder and 
salt and heat to serving tempera- 
ture. Reduce heat and stir in 
cheese. Yield: Six servings.

NEW YORK, 

WAS shocked Thursday, as I

to be told of Abe Feller’s death. 
I did not know him very well but 
I liked him very much. Undoubt- 
edly he felt very keenly the 
resignation of Secretary General 
Trygve Lie. Perhaps he felt it 
might end his chance to go on in 
international work to which he 
wanted to dedicate his life. And 
he was probably sensitive to the 
fact that it was his own country’s 
action that seemed to be putting 
the last straw on Lie’s back. 

On Abe Feller devolved the 
responsibility of meeting with the 
representatives of the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee in- 
vestigating U.N. personhel. He 
was well known as an anti-Com- 
munist liberal and everyone who 
knew him well was apparently 
devoted to him. 

* * - 

IN HIS POSITION he had to 
be completely objective and, at 
Times, this must have been a 
tremendous strain. The greatest 
strain, however, probably was his 
worry over the effect that the at- 
tacks of the Senate subcommittee 
might have on the future of the 
U.N. 

He must have known‘ that 
among many members of the 
Secretariat who have come to this 
country from nations where they 
have known Fascist or Commu- 
nist regimes that there is some- 
times whispered: “Is there any 
place in the world where you can 
get away from the Gestapo? Is 


this the United States Gestapo? 
That must have worried him, too, 
for people the world over need 
the assurance that there is one 
area of the world where people 
are sure enough of themselves 
to be free from spying and con- 
stant suspicion,

SENATOR ALEXANDER 
WILEY tried to kid me a little on 
my return to the delegation Thurs- 
day morning. He said he heard 
I had been South in order to 
bring back to the Democratic fold 
some of those who left it on elec- 
tion day, but I assured him that I 
always believed in the two-party 
system and believed in it for the 
South as well as for the North. 

In fact, I think it would be 
greatly preferable for those in the 
South who are Republicans in all 
but name to be known out in the 
open as Republicans. There is 
nothing wrong in being a Repub- 
lican. It denotes the trend of 
one’s thinking, and I have never 
understood why it was not con- 
sidered respectable in the South 
to be a Republican.
